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School Board Report

Your school board has adopted a “pay as you go” attitude. They have approved spending $966,451 
for accreditation issues at the High School. This is year one of what they are calling a five year plan 
to spend a million dollars each year. The operating budget is below the default. I believe they 
amended the budget to bring it below the default believing that it would pass and we would then 
have a year that isn’t restricted by the default rules and because part of the accreditation 
requirements is that we pass a budget. They have also approved spending $208,036 in Health and 
Safety related items throughout the district. By these numbers you can see that this year they have 
adopted a bare bones financial tactic. The current economy seems to warrant this. Although I 
personally disagree with this plan, | would encourage everyone to vote “yes” on the school warrant 
articles. It is the best we have this year. The accreditation committee will view this as a success and 
should continue our probation, which is better than loosing accreditation. 


I would like to thank the town of Roxbury in supporting me when I was your school board member. 
I choose to resign in October. It wasn’t a decision I took lightly. After spending six years being the 
representative I felt that my time on the board was not being productive. I felt it was time for 
someone else to step up and be the representative. I would be happy to give information to any 
prospective candidate. I have lots of information I can pass on as well as help train you as to how 
the Board works. Our town should be represented and I would ask that someone in our town please 
step up. Roxbury has always supported education. i believe the next representative should be 
someone who continues that view point. 


The Board meets twice a month, mostly at the High School Library. They do a traveling period 
where they meet once in every town. You would also be required to be on at least one committee. 
They met various times and frequency. If you ever wanted to be of service to the town this would be 
a job for you and you get paid $400.00 a year! If you are interested you can let the selectman know 
that you will be a write in candidate or if no one is elected in March then the selectman can appoint 
you. Please think about it and help the town be represented at the School Board level.

Spring fire season Jasted unusually long this past year, with very high fire danger stretching into the first week of June. Once again, tl 
rains started to fall during the summer and the fire activity was fairly light for the remainder of the year. The acreage burned was le 
than that of 2007. The largest forest fire during the 2008 season burned approximately 54 acres on Rattlesnake Mountain in Rumney < 
White Mountain National Forest property. Another 39 acre fire occurred on Mount Major in Alton during the month of April © 
statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers is credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures this season due to the 
quick and accurate spotting capabilities.

The Roxbury Police Department had a very bury year. Normal patrolling was done off 
and on, as problems arose, but due to several grants, special patrols took place during 
most of the summer. During the special patrol, emphasis was given to Babbage Dam, 
Otter brook Dam, Woodward Pond Dam, and Class six roads, Branch road, Rte. 9 and 
Middletown Road. It takes a lot of planning to give the best police coverage while 
keeping within the town budget. Investigation time, court time and administration time 
were up to an all time high, compared to past years. Patrols also increased with the 
addition of Friday and Saturday night’s patrols during the summer. Automotive and civil 
complaints seem to be on the increase. Again, I would ask that if you see something 
suspicious in your neighborhood to report in right away. We are not on patrol on a full 
time basis, so it’s hard to know if there is a problem in your area, unless you report it.

Thanks to the diligent effort of the Keene Monument Company and the Davis Tree 
Company, the pine tree in the Roxbury Cemetery has been removed - leaving the 
headstones unscathed and avoiding future damage to the granite markers in the 
area. One marker, that of Wetmore Dawes, was reported missing. The marker could 
have been inadvertently broken or carried away with the felled tree branches. A new 
marker has been installed and there will be further investigation in the spring. There is 
additional tree work that should be done in the future, but for the moment, the 
removal of the pine tree, with its low hanging branches, is a giant step forward. The 
process of repairing and straightening the headstones will also continue. 

Trustees, Lynn Bueckner, Robin Buffum and Betsy Gilcreast met last year to draft 
and fine-tune the Cemetery Guidelines, which included a brief explanation of “green” 
burials. It is hoped to have the guidelines printed in the Roxbury Newsletter for 
residents to review and, at Town Meeting, be able to offer constructive suggestions 
they might have. Robin Buffum placed the American Flags throughout the cemeteries 
this year and Lynn Bueckner placed the hanging pots of flowers at both entry ways. 
Steve Yardley continues to oversee the overall maintenance and brush removal. 

Our State required Reports of Common Trust Fund Investments were completed in 
timely manner, reviewed by our auditor and mailed to the Charitable Trust Division and 
the Municipal Services Division prior to the March 1st deadline. TDBanknorth funds

Tuesday, March 11, 2008 


The meeting was called to order by Moderator Mark Funk at 7:05 p.m. Selectmen 
Louis Drogue, Christopher Kaufer and Daniel Stockwell were present. 


The polls were declared open at 6:00 p.m. and closed at 8:10 p.m. Of the178 
registered voters, 68 cast ballots. The minutes of the 2007 Town Meeting were 
approved.

Allen LaPlante elected. 


Auditor: 68 votes cast. Alice Funk elected unanimously. 


Trustee of Trust Funds: 32 write in votes cast. Lynn Bueckner received 27 votes, 
remainder scatter, Lynn Bueckner elected. 


Planning Board: 40 write in votes cast. Ben White received 37 votes. Remainder scatter. 
Ben White elected. 
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Zoning Board of Adjustment: 67 votes cast. Mark Funk elected unanimously. 
Moderator: 67 votes cast. Mark Funk elected unanimously. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,600 for 
General Government. Motion carried. 


Article 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $16,500 for 
salaries and expenses of the Police Department. Motion carried. 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,700 for the purpose 
of compensating the Roxbury Police Department for summer patrols at Otter Brook Park. 
These funds for expenditure are designated to the town through the US Army Corps of 
Engineers. The appropriation does not effect the Town’s tax rate, but to be properly expended 
a vote is required. 
This article was amended to a sum of $ 4,935.50. Article passed as amended. 


Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,050 for the 
salaries and expenses of the Fire Department. 
This article includes$ 250 already received to be used for a Pandemic planning. 
Motion carried. 


Article 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000 as it’s fair 
Share of stand-by costs for the use of the City of Keene’s ambulance service. 
Motion carried. 


Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $33,102 for 
Summer and Winter road maintenance. Motion carried 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $36,898 for 
highway construction and reconstruction. Selectmen’s comment: These funds for 
expenditure are designated to the Town through the Highway Block Grant Fund. The 
appropriation does not affect the Town’s tax rate, but to be properly expended a vote is 
required. Motion carried. 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $13,500 to be 
paid for Solid Waste Disposal and Recycling Center privileges in the town of 
Marlborough. Motion carried. 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $600 for community 
participation in the City of Keene’s 2007-2008 Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Program. Motion carried. 

Selectmen will reimburse out of this fund any resident who has been charged by the City 
of Keene in this program. 
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Article 11:To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $200 for the purpose 
of Pest Control. Motion carried. 


Article 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 for Town 
Welfare and emergency assistance to the Town Poor. Motion carried. 


Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,750 to support 
Southwestern Community Services, Home Health Care and Community Services, 
The Community Kitchen INC., Meals on Wheels, Monadnock Family Mental Health 
Services and Samaritans. Motion carried. 


Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes and will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,200 for Interest 
expense. Motion carried. 


Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $ 3,000 to be added to the 
Town Building Improvements Capital Reserve fund . 
Recommended by Selectmen. Motion carried. 


Article 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 to the 
Capital Reserve Fund for replacement of the Fire Dept. Rescue Vehicle. 
Recommended by Selectmen Motion carried. 


Article 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be added 
to the Road Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 
Recommended by Selectmen. Motion carried. 


Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 to be 
added to the Capital Reserve Fund previously established for the Town Police 
Vehicles. Recommended by Selectmen. Motion carried. 


Article 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be 
added to the Capital Reserve Fund for future Revaluation as previously established. 
Recommended by Selectmen. Motion carried. 


Article 20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $ 1,000 to be added 


to the previously established Capital Reserve Fund for Tax Maps. This will serve for 
annual updating of town maps. Recommended by Selectmen. Motion carried. 
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Article 21: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for the 
following improvements of the Roxbury Town Hall: 
1. Installation of new commercial tile flooring in town offices, hall and bathroom. 
2. Installation of new vinyl windows in meeting hall. 
A motion was made to amend this article and reduce this sum to $ 2000. Article passed 
as amended. 


Article 22: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $100,000 to 
build a new Town Emergency Vehicle Garage to house Police Cruisers and Fire Dept. 
Rescue Vehicles. 
A motion to pass over this article was defeated 16 to 14.. 
A motion was made to amend this article from $ 100,000 to $ 50,000. Article passed as 
amended. 
Selectmen pointed out in the discussion that the sum of $ 100,000 would have been a high 
end solution for the garage and really not an option. The sum of $ 50,000 will allow for a 
construction in wood. A metal construction would be more expensive. The amount voted on 
would include site work and foundation. A special Public Hearing will deal with the site 
location. 


Article 23: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $ 50,000 to be added to the 
Town Building Improvements Capital Reserve fund . 
Recommended by Selectmen. 
A motion was made to pass over this article. .Article passed over. 


Article 24: : To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000 to 
purchase a Track Kit for the new Fire Dept. Rescue Vehicle. 
A motion was made but not seconded to reduce this article to a sum of $ 1000 a year for 4 
years. 
Article passed a written. 


Article 25:To see if the Town will vote to create an expendable Trust Fund under 
RSA 31:19-a for the Four Corners Park Maintenance. 
This fund will be used for unexpected maintenance and not for general upkeep. 
Motion carried. 


Article 26: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $768 to be taken from 
unreserved fund balance and put in the Four Corners Park Maintenance Trust Fund. 
This amount is surplus from the Four Corners Park project and was donated to the Town by 
the Park Committee to form a trust fund. The appropriation does not affect the Town’s tax 
rate, but to be properly expended a vote is required. Recommended by Selectmen. 
Motion carried. 
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Article27: To see if the Town will vote to transfer ownership of a Town owned mobile home to 
Mr. Carl Buckley in complete settlement of any claim by Mr. Buckley related to the mobile 
Home. 
Note: The Town of Roxbury owns a mobile home located on Mr. Buckley’s property 
resulting from a tax forfeiture on Nov.12, 2003. There has been considerable legal 
correspondence regarding Mr. Buckley’s claim for rent from the Town and this transfer 
resolves this claim. Recommended by Selectmen 
Motion carried. 


Article 28: To see if the Town will vote to reclassify Norwood Ave from Road status to a 
Class A Trail. Motion carried. 


Article 29: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $ 500 for repairs to 
damaged head stones in our Town Cemeteries, this appropriation to be funded by the 
Cemetery Capital Reserve Funds. Recommended by Selectmen. 

Motion carried. 


Article 30: To see if the Town will vote to approve the following changes to the Zoning 
Ordinance as proposed unanimously by the Roxbury Planning Board. 


Proposed amendment #1: 

To Article [IIa (General Provisions Applicable To All Districts), Section A 
(Steep Slopes), Section 2 (Special Provisions) add a new Subsection c: 

"Any lot to be considered for a building permit shall have a minimum of 40,000 
contiguous square feet with less than 25% slope". 

Motion carried by paper ballot: Yes 41 votes, No 21 votes. 


Proposed amendment #2: 

To Article [X (Board of Adjustment), Section D (Special Exceptions) add new 
Subsection 7: "The proposed use is subject to RSA 674:33-a Equitable Waiver of 
Dimensional Requirements". 

Motion carried by paper ballot: Yes 43 votes, No 18 votes. 


Proposed amendment #3: 

In Article XII (Penalty), as per RSA 676:17-1, change the phrase "not more than 
$50 per day for each day such violation may exist" to "an amount imposed by 
the Selectman not to exceed $275 per day for each day such violation may exist". 
Motion carried by paper ballot: Yes 38 votes, No 23 votes. 
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Article 31: To transact any other business which may come before the said meeting. 
Betsy Ann Gilchrist reported that the cemetery trust fund committee had met and decided 
to present some guidelines in the future for the regulations of the towns cemeteries 
because presently the town has no written guidelines. Suggestions are welcome. A final 


version of the guidelines will be presented to the town before any final decision. 


A motion was made and seconded to put the cost for the towns winter road maintenance 
out to public bid. By a hand count of 23 to 3 the motion carried. 


Meeting adjourned at 9:40 PM
